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To the City Council of the City of New Bedford: 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library respectfully 
present their Fifty-Fourth Annual Report. 

Its principal feature is the annual report of the 
librarian to the trustees, embodying a comprehensive 
statement of the resources, activities, and needs of the 
library. It contains all the data necessary for under- 
standing what the library is and what it aims to 
accomplish, and the trustees bespeak its careful reading 
by the members of the City Council and the citizens. 

The work of the library has gone steadily on during 
the past year without special incidents. While the 
circulation of books steadily increases, resort to the 
library for information increases still more. It is 
frequently the case that the tables and chairs in the 
reading room are fully occupied, and that people have to 
go away for lack of room. The trustees have endeavored 
to make clear that this is the place to seek for any 
information that can be found in the realm of printed 
matter, and the librarian and his assistants have 
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faithfully endeavored to carry out their wishes to the 
fullest extent. In his report Mr. Tripp describes some of 
the means which are employed. 

As in the past many times, the trustees again call 
attention to the cramped room in which they are forced 
to conduct various activities of the library. Another 
floor of the same size would be none too much for the 
needs as the work stands at present. The quarters in 
which the clerical work is carried on are crowded and 
entirely inadequate. We need more room for assembling 
periodicals for binding, for such repairs of books as we 
are able to make with the present library force, for the 
continually gaining card catalogue, to say nothing of the 
demand apparent to any visitor to the library for a 
children’s room and for suitable reading rooms, 
particularly for students. We do not believe that the 
lack of these desiderata offers any excuse for not doing 
the best that we can with what we have, and we have no 
sympathy with the spirit which minimizes the value and 
importance and efficiency of what we are able to do under 
existing conditions. But we want to impress upon the 
City Council and the people of the city the fact that every 
resource of room is now taxed to a reasonable limit, and 
beyond. 

New Bedford has great reason to be proud of its 
free public library. In some respects it includes as fine 
collections of books on special subjects as are to be found 
in the country, and the trustees are anxious that these 
books shall be of all the value they should be to the 
people. For that reason we recur yearly to a statement 
of the need of more room.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees of the Free Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN :—I respectfully submit my fifth annual 
report as librarian, being the fifty-fourth annual report of 
the Free Public Library. 

The coming year will be extremely important in the 
history of the library, since with largely augmented book 
funds and constantly decreasing accommodation for 
books and for the preparation of books for circulation, 
some very urgent questions concerning the arrangement 
of the library and relating to the increased scope of its 
accommodations will press for solution. 

My report I shall divide into three sections, giving in 
some detail the important facts and suggestions that 
belong respectively in each. I wish to call the attention 
of the members of the Board of Trustees and the people 
of New Bedford to the resources and activities’ and the 
needs of this library. 


RESOURCES. 


Containing 90,000 volumes and many thousand 
pamphlets, there are but twenty-one municipal 
libraries in the country which are larger, three 
of these being in Massachusetts. There are four 
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states and four territories in our country, each of which 
contains fewer books than are found on our shelves. 

The yearly increase of bound volumes at present is 
something over 4,000. While it is generally known that 
there is a valuable collection of books here, the intrinsic 
value as well as the comparative worth of our library 
is perhaps better appreciated by strangers to the city, 
who are always loud in praise of the rare, and in some 
respects, unique treasures contained. on our shelves. 
The library has probably the largest collection of books 
on textiles of any lbrary in the country, while many 
items of books and prints on the whaling industry are 
unique. Both of these collections are being constantly 
added to, and diligent search is made in every quarter 
where possibly new material may be found. The library 
is strong in Quakerana, genealogy, and art books. The 
collection of books bearing’ on family history and 
genealogical pamphlets and manuscripts, including as 
they do the Leonard papers, is extremely important and 
ranks among the best in New England. 

It is not the most obvious which is always the most 
important, and while many patrons of the library rarely . 
read anything but fiction, and while the library furnishes 
fiction in liberal quantities to its readers, yet there are 
* several thousand more books on the subjects of history 
and biography on our shelves than volumes of novels. 

Three hundred periodicals are taken, covering besides 
the popular magazines, periodicals on language and 
literature, social and economic subjects, useful arts, 
religious publications, magazines devoted to history, 
genealogy, archeology, very many scientific publications, 
art magazmes, and those devoted to education, sports, 
agriculture and country lfe, juveniles, fashion, 
humorous, and miscellaneous. Also newspapers, local, 
and others published in Fall River, Brockton, Boston, 
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New York, Brooklyn, Chicago, San Francisco, and a 
representative southern journal. 
For the convenience of readers in other sections of 


the city, there are two branches, one at the north end, 
and one at the south end. These branches, started as - 
reading rooms and stations, are now supplied with books 
which can be procured directly, and deliveries are made 
at each every day. During the past year the reading 
rooms have been open Sundays from 3 until9. Also 
three delivery stations have been established, one at the 
west end at the store of Watson & Wood on Kempton 
Street, one in the southwest part of the city at Smith & 
Murphy’s, and one at Lund’s Corner at Lacroix’s. 
Deliveries and collections are made there three times a 
week. : 

Deposit stations are also established at five engine 
houses, three schoolhouses, and at the Unity House, at 
each of which from twenty-five to one hundred books or 
more are sent and exchanged as often as required, usually 
once a month. | 


Teachers have the privilege of taking, practically, as 
many books as they require on special cards, and by 
arrangement at the desk can retain them as long as they 
need, subject to recall. Kvery card holder can take out 
at one time two books, one being fiction, and by special 
request may take more. 


While the ‘‘open shelf” system does not technically 
prevail, yet with new books always on the open cases in 
front of the desk, and with opportunity for responsible 
persons to go among the stacks on request, we feel that 
the library is practically open to all. Among the books 
in foreign languages are very large collections of French 
and German books, and many in Portuguese, Spanish, 
Swedish, Yiddish, and many other languages. 
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The library has a large collection of pamphlets and 
prints, thousands of reproductions of Italian and French 
art subjects, and a notable collection of reproductions of 
old colonial houses. 

Since the beginning of the library an earnest effort 
has been made to collect material bearing on local 
history, and the collection has .never been neglected and 
is constantly increasing in value and importance. As 
bearing on this subject there are more or less complete 
files of thirty-four newspapers, published in New Bedford 
from 1792 to the present time. 

A fire-proof safe has recently been installed, so that 
rare documents can now be deposited and kept secure 
from danger from fire. 

Besides all the available material in the library, by a 
system of inter-library loans, books may be borrowed 
from libraries all over the country, for the use of card 
‘holders here. 

The resources of the Free Public Library of New 
Bedford is constantly increasing in value and importance, 
and should be a source of pride to the city which has the 
honor of being one of the very first free public libraries in 
the country. 


ACTIVITIES. 


Among the methods adopted to bring the resources 
of the library to the attention of the public, may be 
mentioned the weekly classified lists of additions which 
are published in the daily papers, the monthly bulletins 
which are distributed freely at the desk, and the 
occasional short reading lists on various subjects. Such 
lists have been prepared during the year on the textile 
industry, books for boys, books for girls, automobiles and 
gas engines, copies of which were sent to each car-owner 
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in the city, and lists of 30 books on Hygiene and exercise, 
on Tuberculosis, Invalid Cooking and Nursing, which 
were prepared with reference to the meeting of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of Women’s Clubs held 
in New Bedford in April. 

Also special lists have been: prepared for the High 
School and Textile Schools on subjects pertaining to 
school work. The library is prepared to furnish such 
lists on any subject on request. 

New books are introduced on the bulletin boards, 
which are made attractive by pictorial illustrations when 
found advisable. The bulletin board is also used to call 
attention to timely topics by posting reference lists and 
pictures. 

A continuous exhibit of photographs and half tones 
is displayed in the reference room, being changed every 
week. Among others has been shown the gallery of 
Masterpieces issued by Doubleday & Page, which is 
probably as fine a collection of photogravures as has ever 
been published. 

A book binding exhibition was held in the Trustees’ 
room during September and proved to be very successful. 
It was open for a week, afternoons and evenings. 
Besides the exhibit of material used in book binding, the 
processes were exemplified by workmen from the 
binderies of Collins, and Sullivan & Markey, who kindly 
offered their services. The newspapers assisted by 
calling attention to the exhibit, which was visited by 
hundreds of interested people, crowding the room. The 
original collection was started by the Newark Public 
Library and it was supplemented here by fine bindings 
belonging to this library. 

The delivery to outlying deposit stations was 
inaugurated this year and has proved to be a good move, 
over 1500 books having been distributed and collected in 
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the six months since the plan has been in operation. A 
collection of books was also sent to Salters Point Inn and 
was used by summer residents. 

Books for the blind have been borrowed from other 
libraries, a provision of the United States Government 
allowing such books to go post free. 

Following the plan started last year, a class of girls 
from the Harrington Training School was given a course 
of lectures by the librarian on library methods with the 
purpose of assisting the class of future teachers to render 
more efficient service by being able to use the library 
intelligently and direct their pupils in the proper use of 
books. The lessons included talks and exercises on the 
classification of books, on the use of the catalogue, on 
reference books, the use of magazines, how books are 
made, reading lists and their preparation, books for the 
young, etc., etc. The young ladies were attentive and 
enthusiastic in their appreciation, and certainly proved 
the value of the service as was evident in many ways, 
notably by various tests which were given them. They 
certainly should make better teachers by knowing how to 
use the library to supplement their school work. 

A branch of the library service, which is becoming 
more and more useful, is the use of the telephone. We 
- feel that the library should act as a general information 
bureau for the public which it serves, and requests for 
information over the telephone or by letter or postal card 
have received and will receive immediate attention. 

A waiting list is established for new books so that 
people may have books reserved for them in order. Of 
course such a system is not perfect and it is impossible to 
supply immediate demands for new books when perhaps 
a hundred people want to read the same new book at the 
same time; but the plan works well and is eminently 
fair, as new books cannot be retained longer than two 
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weeks, and each must take his turn in order without 
discrimination. Suitable books are freely bought on 
request when it is felt that the library can afford the 
purchase, and notification of waiting books is sent by 
telephone or card without expense; most libraries ape 
for this service. 

A list is kept at the library of subjects in which 
people are especially interested, and information is sent 
them when books, bearing on their specialties; are added. 
The librarian would be glad to record the names of 
special subjects in which the patrons of the library are 
interested, and then he can keep them informed of 
current additions. 

The special vacation service was renewed this year 
and many books were taken out for varying periods for 
vacation reading. 

Many railroad time tables and folders were kept at 
the information desk for the purpose of aiding those who 
were planning for summer travel. Recently a large list 
of Christmas book catalogues has been available, and 
the librarian is always ready to look up prices and give 
advice concerning book purchases. 


NEEDS. 


There are at present 14,233 lineal feet, or 
2.7 miles of shelving crowded with books. The actual 
space left for additions, with every inch taken, leaving 
no gaps even for incomplete sets of books and periodicals, 
is so small that actually in three years we must establish 
a ‘“‘waiting list” for books which will have to wait till 
room is found for them by a rigorous weeding out. 
Now the only department of the library where many 
books can be thrown out is in fiction, and a few thousand 
are all that could be reasonably discarded there. 
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The opportunity to still further enrich the library in 
its strong points and to build up the weak departments 
will be given us when during this year the ‘‘Kempton 
Fund” will be at our disposal. The only embarrassment 
then will be the embarrassment of riches, with lack of 
room to store books and lack of room to work upon them 
in the accession and catalogue departments. I feel con- 
fident, however, that when the need is actually upon us, 
some means will be found to cope with the emergency. 

With the book funds at our disposal, a good deal can 
and should be done for the children. As there is no room 
for a children’s department in the library building, books 
can be sent to the schools. There would seem to be no 
reason why boxes of books should not be sent to every 
grammar school room in the city, making each a deposit 
station of the library. This is done in many cities and 
works extremely well. Judicious selection of books with 
visits to.the schools for book talks by the librarian would 
certainly help to impart a love for good reading among 
the children of the schools, and also relieve the users of 
the library proper from eager though noisy groups of 
children who come in quest of books. Several schools 
have been supplied in this way, and the work should be 
extended to all. 

Again, teachers should have the privilege of signing 
application blanks for children as card-holders, and the 
age limit could reasonably be dropped from twelve years 
to ten. Outside the High School and Training School, 
there is not enough demand on the library for informa- 
tion work. It should be understood that the library 
stands ready to supply books and reading lists on 
any subject connected with school work at any time. 
Requests for such information are always welcome and 
will be gladly attended to. A constant need of the 
library is a more extended use of its benefits. With 


\ 
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75,000 inhabitants of the city, there should be more 
readers who use the library. 

Again, we would extend an invitation to the house- 
holders to turn into the library any old papers, pictures, 
or books, especially those bearing on local affairs. If not 
as gifts, the library can and will purchase such material 
which is not already in our collection. Oftentimes papers 
of unique value are sold as old paper, which have a value 
far in excess of pound rates. We already have nearly 
200 whaling logs and want more. This is the natural 
repository of everything bearing on New Bedford’s early 
history. Every scrap of material bearing on the early life 
of the people in this section is important, is liable to 

be of use, and should be accessible whenever wanted. 
The library is a democratic institution and is intended 
for all classes of the community, each of whom may find 
something of interest and profit here. We can and do 
assure them courtesy and willing service, and place the 
resources of the library at the disposal of those to whom 
it belongs. it 

I will quote in closing from Mr. Ranck, librarian of 
the Grand Rapids Public Library: 

‘*A brief statement of the principle that is being fol- 
lowed in the purchase of books will give a better under- 
standing of what we are trying to do. In a library such 
as ours all subjects ought to be represented. This wil] 
include at least one or two volumes on the history of every 
state and territory in the Union; every county in the state 
(of Massachusetts) as fast as such histories are published; 
a good account of every great religion in the world, and 
of every denomination in the United States; every politica] 
and social movement vital to a considerable number of 
people; a grammar and dictionary of each of the langu- 
ages of the world that has any sort of a literature, and 
especially the languages of the commercial nations; and 
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finally, books representing every science, every art, and 
every craft. In short, we wish to place on our shelves a 
collection of books that will enable any persons of average 
intelligence to come to the library with any question and 
be able to find a reasonable, if not an exhaustive, answer.”
